Car Registrations 
Gain in California 
And Pennsylvania 


New York, Nov. 27.—New car 
registrations for Octeber for the 
states of California and Pennsyl- 
vania were received today. They 
show a total of 19,12@ cars for 
California, compared with . 13,256 in 
October of 1927, a gaim of 5,894, or 
43 per cent. The October total in 
Pennsylvania was 16,598, as com- 
pared with 13,270 a year ago, giv- 
ing a gain of 3,328 cars, or 25 per 
cent. 

Added to the total of 94,252 for 
twenty-two states and the District 
of Columbia, as carried in the Tues- 
day Automotive Daily News, they 
give a grand total of 129,971 car 
sales in October in twenty-four 
States and the national capital, as 
compared with 89,104 a year ago. 
The gain is now 40,867 cars, or 46 
per cent.

GREEN ISLAND PLANT OF 
FORD COMPANY TO SPEED 
OUTPUT; TO ADD 800 MEN 


Cohoes, N. Y., Nov. 27.—Produc- 
tion at the Green Island plant of 
the Ford Motor Company will reach 
its highest mark during the next 
few weeks when the manufacture 
of radiators for the new models will 
be launched on a more extensive 
scale. Increases in all other opera- 
tions are also planned and within a 
few weeks 800 additional men will 


be added to the present working 
force of 1,300 workers. More than 
half of the additional workmen will | 
be placed at work within ten days, 
according to company officials. 


In an interview on activities at | 








the plant Superintendent John F. 
Tholl stated that shortly after Janu- 
ary 1 at least 2,000 men would be 
employed at the works. He said 
that this week three carloads of ad- 
ditional machinery would be in- 
stalled in a section of the big plant 
in preparation for an additional 
unit to the radiator department. It 
is planned to take between five and 
six weeks to place this machinery in 
position and then the expansion will 
come,

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An Exciting Year 


O ONE CAN SAY that the year 1928 in automotive 
circles has lacked the element of excitement. It began 

with Henry Ford stil] marking time in the production of 
his new Model A, and with the world generally wondering 
what he was going to do with it; whether he was going t 
be able to get into production fast enough to keep pace 
with his fast moving competition. Until mid-year, Fore 
production was modest, but from then on it began to develo; 
and today the number of Model A’s on the roads has passe¢ 
the half-million mark by many thousands. 

When excitement languished in actual happenings, th« 
rumor-mongers filled the atmosphere with hints ane 
definite statements of mergers consummated, or about to bx 
Karly in the year, rumor connected the names of Chrysle 
and Dodge, with a rumor of an amalgamation. And then 
just when we had all put the rumor down for just that 
Chrysler and Dodge did merge in the third largest combin: 
in the automotive industry. And this, after Mr. Chryslei 
had stirred us up with his announcement of his new De Sot« 
and Plymouth lines, just to make matters interesting. 

Searcely had the Chrysler-Dodge merger been consum 
mated, when rumors began to mention Pierce-Arrow as : 
likely participant in an amalgamation, with severa] com 
panies, hinted at as the party-of-the-other-part. Then cam« 
the definite news that Studebaker and Pierce-Arrow hac 
been united in the bonds of commercial matrimony. 

As these words are written, the automotive world stil 
echoes with the news that Hupmobile has acquired the 
Chandler-Cleveland organization, and the twain wil] here- 
after be a single manufacturing unit. Certainly the rumor- 
mongers have been rewarded after their long years of effort. 
At least three of their tried and true merger rumors have 
at last become accomplished fact. Which shows the truth 
of the old saying about keeping eternally at it bringing 
success. 

But mergers have not been the only exciting events of 
this torrid year. In November the newspaper editors were 
called to Detroit by the Chevrolet organization, and under 
seal of brief secrecy were shown a most attractive and 
apparently able six-cylinder model which will hereafter 
carry the name “Chevrolet” instead of the traditional] four- 
cylinder job that carried so many million Americans on their 
Jawful occasions. 

At the present writing there are many hints in the air 
of new and important developments in the production of 
many companies. Pontiac has announced that a new design, 
Jarger and more Juxurious than its present model, wil] be 


made public shortly. Many other companies are planning 
announcements before show time, and there are rumors 
about that we may see a line or so embodying engineering 
principles that are new to present practices in design. 

It has been a tremendously stimulating year. Every 
manufacturer has been “on his toes,” as the football coach 
would put it. The company which has tried to stand still 
in 1928 will realize before long that it has slipped back- 
ward simply because its competitors have made long 
advances. Within the next few weeks we are going to 
have presented to us the complete results of this year of 
intensive effort. And the ultimate result is going to be a 
tremendously active and forward moving 1929.
